Col. White: 


a) Reported on Agency participation in the United Givers Fund and the 
Public Aid Society, noting that we were $6,000 over our last year's quota 
in the UGF and had reached 96. 6% of the 1957 quota. The D irector urg ed that 
every effort be made to reach the 100% mark and asked Mr. I to 

personally look into the low participation of the I ^ Division.

b) Referred to the discussion at the Deputies' Meeting on 4 November 
respecting the establishment of a mechanism for the purpose of transferring 
funds from one bank account to another without revealing CIA interest and 
noted that a Task Force had been established to look into this with Gates Lloyd 
as the chairman. Col. White said a preliminary report indicated this problem 
can be solved. 


c) Reported that CAT is showing a substantial net profit and in all 
probability we will be able to reduce our subsidy to this operation. He cautioned, 
however, that over the long haul the above might not hold since the Air Force 
is cutting down on its use of the CAT repair facilities due to movement of aircraft 
from the Far East area. 


In response to a query from the Director, Col. White said wts would 
not have to pay income tax on CAT profits in view of losses in previous years 
The Director noted that his appointment with Senator Gore on 7 November for 
the purpose of discussing CAT had been cancelled by the Senator. 


d) Stated for some time he had been concerned about the cost of storage 
of CIA materiel and ordnance, particularly since: 1) the movement of these 
items is slow; 2) our ordnan ce is storedT l in a number of Locations 

in the U.S. ; 3) rental of the i warehouses is costly. Col. 

White went on to point out that the diversified storage of ordnance and materiel 
created a difficult problem should we be called upon to provide for example a 
10, 000-man package at a moment's notice. 


I This move, Col. White said, possibly could save 

the Agency money^per sonnel, and provide a location where all of our materiel 
and equipment could be placed at one point and still be easily accessible to air. 
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rail and water transportation. In view of the above, Col. White said he and 
his staff are carefully looking into this possible consolidation.
